CULTURE OF TUBEROUS BEGONIAS 


For early flower.ng, place tubers during January and February in a warm place in open trays. Moisten 
slightly once in a while until they come to life. As they begin sprouting, plant in flats in a mixture 
of peat moss and sand, leaf mold and sand, or peat moss alone. Plant tubers 3 to 4 inches apart, so 
that they are V2 inch below the surface. Keep uniformly moist but not too wet, in a warm place, 
well lighted, until 3 or 4 inches of growth develops. 

They can then be planted in a permanent location outdoors, if all danger of frost is past, or in pots, 
as desired. 

If dormant tubers are planted in open ground, if it should be too cold or too wet, a number of them 
may rot, Or some come earlier and some later. For best results, start first in flats; they will develop 
a splendid root system which is necessary for good specimens. a 

Transplanting Transplant either outdoors or in pots in any light soil containing plenty of humus. 
Pienty of peat moss and leaf mold will improve any heavy or light soil. If planting in pots, soil should 
be even lighter than when planting outdoors. f 

Watering Plants will need lots of water, once they are established, Too heavy watering at the start 
may pack soil, keeping it too wet and causing soil to go sour. Be sure the plants have good drainage; 
water lightly at the beginning. Be sure plants do not dry out. Light sprinkling of the foliage after 
plants are established, will benefit them. ; 

Feeding If you can get fish or cottonseed meal, both will give fine results. A tablespoon for small 
plants, two for large. Mix into soil. Be sure it does not come in direct contact with stem of plants. 
Storing Bulbs In fall, when foliage turns yellow and des down entirely, lift bulbs, wash off all soil, 
dry in sun for a day or two until thoroughly dry, then store in open flats in cool, dry place. BE SURE 
ALL OF THE OLD STEM IS REMOVED to prevent decay.

GARDEN COLD FRAME CAN BE USED YEAR AROUND 


Every home gardener needs a cold frame. In every 
month of the year there is important service it can 
render. In the spring it is a nursery for young plants; 
under its protection vegetables and flowers can be 
started weeks earlier than they could be sown out- 
doors; and guarded from belated frosts until time to 
set them in the garden. 

To make a cold frame is so easy, any one who can 
wield a saw and hammer can do it. It is usually made 
3 by 6 feet, or some multiple of this, for the reason 
that standard hot-bed sash are of these dimensions. 
This standard sash may be used for both hot-beds 
and cold frames, which are alike except that the cold 
frame is unheated. But a cold frame (or a hot-bed 
either) may be any size you wish, to fit old windows, 
or frames covered with one of the modern glass sub- 
stitutes. 

In making a cold-frame, the frame should be con- 
structed of ]-inch boards, of cypress, white pire or 
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some wood which resists rot. First, dig a hole in the 
ground slightly larger than the size of the frame. It 
should be at least a foot deep. Into this hole put the 
frame you have built so that 6 inches of it is beneath 
the surface and the remainder above. This will insure 
that no drafts enter from beneath. Construct the 
frame so that the front is 4 inches above the surface, 
and the rear, 9 inches. It must slant toward the south, 
where the winter sun shines. It is well to hinge the 
sash at the top of the frame, so it can be easily opened 


for transplanting purposes and airing. 

A sunny spot in the garden, protected as much as 
possible from the full force of winds and driving rain, 
is the best situation for the cold frame. It may be too 
cold now to dig in the garden, but the sash may be 
procured and the lumber frame made, so that when 
the first warm days arrive you are ready for serious 
gardening.

HINTS... 
ON GROWING ROSES 


You can enjoy success with roses if you 
follow a few simple rules. Any good, well- 
drained\soil will do. While roses need lots 
of water, they must have good drainage, 
for water must not stand around the roots. 
They will not get too much water if they 
have good drainage. A location that as- 
sures them of at least half a day of sun- 
shine is necessary. They will not thrive 
in heavy shade. 


Planting 


Roses should be planted so that the bud is just 
above ground. Do not cover bud. Do not plant 
too shallow or too deep. Dig hole large enough 
so all roots can be spread in a natural position. 
Do not crowd roots. Prune off any dz2ad or in- 
jured roots and branches. If you use manure in 
the hole, be sure it is covered with a least six 
inches of dirt so that roots will not come in 
direct contact with it as manure will burn the 
roots. 


Pruning 


Prune new roses back so that not more than 
6 to 8 inches of bush remain. The new growth 
is the blooming wood, and you want to en- 
courage all the new growth you can get. When 
cutting blooms, cut to an OUTSIDE BUD so 
that new growth will head out rather than in 
towards the center of the plant. Keep the center 
open for plenty of air and sunshine. After 
roses are established, cut them back to about 
12 inches each winter or early spring before 
new growth starts. 


And don’t forget that a regular program of 
spraying will keep your rose bushes healthy 
and vigorous during the growing season.

HINTS ON PREPARING VEGETABLES FOR FREEZING 


What you do not eat fresh can be canned or preserved by 
freezing. Frozen food lockers enable both rural and town 
families to enjoy the fine, natural flavor of fresh vegetables 
the year ‘round and out of season. 


In freezing vegetables it is necessary to blanch (scald) in 
boiling water for a short period. This blanching is |MPOR- 
TANT to preserve the color, flavor and food value. 


HERE ARE A FEW SIMPLE RULES FOR PREPARING 

VEGETABLES FOR FREEZING: 

(1) PREPARATION OF VEGETABLES: Gather vegetables 
early in the day before they have absorbed much of the 
sun’s heat. Prepare as for cooking. Dice CARROTS in 
V4-inch sizes. For CUT CORN, blanch on cob and cut off 
kernels with a sharp knife. Slice SUMMER SQUASH. 
Slice and blanch ZUCCHINI as with summer squash. 
Prepare and blanch all GREENS. Dice BEETS same as 
carrots.

Blueberry growing is fast becoming a large and important industry in 
several of the eastern states and a decade of experimenting has proved 
that climatic conditions on the West Coast are as well, if not better 
suited to the cultivation of this delicious fruit. 

SOIL REQUIREMENTS: An acid soil, rich in leaf mold and with an 
abundance of moisture throughout the growing season, is best for suc- 
cess in blueberry culture. For a small home garden, suitable soil can 
easily be prepared by working leaf mold and rotted sawdust or com- 
mercial peat into the ground. 

While blueberries do well in partially shady locations, full sun is pref- 
erable, as the fruit ripens earlier, more evenly and the sugar content of 
the berries is higher. High summer temperatures will not injure blue- 
berries providing the plants do not suffer from lack of moisture. Blue- 
berry plants thrive and fruit abundantly from sea level to an altitude 
of several thousand feet. 

Blueberries generally ripen the latter part of June and the picking sea- 
son continues until late August, so that berries are available for a 
period of over six weeks and do not have to be picked at one time.
